The Dye Hotel is practically a total 
loss as the result of a 
fire 
which 
broke out in the attic at 5:30 Tues­ 
day afternoon, and was 
not 
totally 
extinguished until nearly 10 o’clock 
that night. 
The 
building 
was 
a three-story 
stucco containing 
eighteen 
rooms, 
three halls and four baths 
and 
is 
located at the, corner of Kingshigh- 
way and Malone Avenue. 
The fire 
started in the attic from electric light 
wires and ate its way downward in­ 
to the second story ,where it 
was 
finally controlled and 
extinguished 
after a bitter fight. The blase 
was 
discovered by George L. 
Dye, 
who 
was caring for the filling station that 
is run in connection with the hotel. 
He was filling the gasoline tank for 
a car when he happened to glance up 
and noticed smoke rolling out from 
under the eaves of the roof. 
He im­ 
mediately went into the house to in­ 
vestigate and it was discovered that 
there was a blaze in the attic. 
The 
fire department 
was 
notified and 
hurried to the spot. 
When they arrived, the flames had 
not yet broken out, but were still 
smouldering away 
under 
the roof. 
They had gotten a good hold upon the 
building and shortly began breaking 
forth into the rooms 
on 
the 
third 
floor. 
The firemen made every 
possible 
«fTort to check the flames and keep 
them from 
getting down into 
the 
fecond story, but were unable to get 
at them effectively because of 
the 
iron roof and stucco walls. The bit­ 
ter cold and a strong 
north 
wind, 
which fanned the flames on, added to 
their 
difficulties. The height of the 
building prevented water from being 
effectively thrown to the third floor. 
Practically none of the furnishings 
of the house were saved, only a few 
personal effects and some bed linen 
being taken out. At the start, it look­ 
ed as though the 
blaze 
could 
be 
speedily gotten under control, and all 
efforts were directed towards putting 
it out of the 
upper 
rooms. 
Down 
stairs, furniture and furnishings of 
all sorts were ruined by the 
water 
which ran down through from above. 
In the house, sick at the time w'ith 
pneumonia, was T. B. Lewis of Illi­ 
nois. 
He was carefully bundled with 
bed clothes and removed from 
his 
room by the firemen, others trans­ 
ferring him to the Hotel Marshall up­ 
on a cot. 
Wednesday he was report­ 
ed to be getting 
along 
very well, 
without showing any effects of 
his 
i xposure. 
The supper bell 
had just sounded 
ami about thirty guests were prepar­ 
ing to sit down to their evening meal 
when the fire 
was 
discovered. 
Of 
these, eleven jvere regular 
roomers 
and boarders at the Hotel, who with 
the members of th Dye 
family lost 
practically all of their clothes 
and 
personal 
belongings. 
The 
building 
was the property of Mr. and 
Mrs. 
(George Dye and was insured for only 
$6,000. 
The Dye’s are not planning 
to rebuild before spring, at least, and 
for the winter will have rooms with 
Mrs. Crooks at the Kready flats.

was no distinct effect.

When 
the corn had been thoroughly dried 
there was far more shrinkage with the 
unfertilized than with the fertilized 
corn in nearly all cases, due to the 
fact that the fertilized corn was more 
mature. 
About one-third of the fields gave 
no appreciable gain 
of dry-shelled 
c o m ; another third showed an In­ 
crease of 10 to 25 per cent, and the 
remaining third of 25 to 60 per cent. 
Doctor Alway concludes 
that

Jackson county, with such a season 
us the one in 1925, there is chance of 
a profitable use of phosphate on corn 
¡and, and he would encourage farm­ 
ers in ail southwestern counties of 
Minnesota to try phosphate on a small 
scale on their corn.

well consist, he says, of 50 pounds per 
acre of treble superphosphate, about 
100 pounds of 20 per cent acid phos­ 
phate, or 125 pounds of 16 per cent 
acid phosphate.

MEDIUM PRUNING 
AIDS RASPBERRY 


During the past seasons the Wis­ 
consin Experiment station has car­ 
ried on trials in heading-in the red 
raspberry, using approximately these 
three practices. The data secured in 
1919 showed little difference In the 
crop secured from the light and me­ 
dium pruning, but a marked reduction 
In the crop resulted from cutting back 
the canes severely. 
In 1920 the plants receiving medium 
heading-in 
outyielded 
those 
which 
were given ouiy a light pruning. The 
differences in some cases were quite 
marked. As in 1919, the severe head­ 
ing-in materially reduced 
the 
crop. 
Later experiments have not changed 
these results to any great extent. “* 
Either of two methods is used In 
heading-in the black 
raspberry. 
It 
may be pruned in the same way as 
the 
red, 
the 
heading-in, 
however, 
usually being more severe. 
As this 
method requires less aifentlon it is 
the one usually followed in the home 
plantation. 
The yields received are 
ordinarily somewhat less than where 
the system of “summer pinching'* is 
practiced. 
The second method 
is commonly 
designated as “summer pruning” or 
“summer pinching.” When this meth­ 
od is employed the tips of the new 
shoots are pinched out when tiiey are 
18 to 24 Inches high. To carry out this 
method properly it is neoessury to 
go over the plantation two or three 
times during the first half of the grow­ 
ing season, as all the shoots will not 
reach the desired size at the same 
time. 
This "pinching back” will cause 
side branches to develop on which the 
fruiting wood of the following season 
will appear. These side branches are 
cut back in the spring, leaving them 
from 8 to 15 inches long. It may be 
advisable, also, when the number of 
new shoots is large to remove some 
of the weaker ones during the grow­ 
ing season. 


Locate Orchard as Near 
Farm Home as Possible 
Tlie home nrrhard should be locat­ 
ed near the home If possible. 
This is 
Important because (be producer will 
usually get more satisfaction and value 
out of the home orchard If the fruits 
can bo procured easily and promptly 
when desired. 
It Is possible, however, 
that In order to locate the fruits close 
to the house. It may be necessary that 
they he grown upon soil less adapted 
to fruit culture. Since one can usually 
make by extrH car“ and attention the 
plot for the home orchard more desir­ 
able. this m atter should not prevent 
the planting of a home orchard. 
The 
big factor to keep In mind Is to locate 
the orchard as near the home as pos­ 
sible and in an accessible place. 
Un­ 
der proper care and attention the soil 
will generally respond favorably. 


Planting Distances for 
Fruit Trees Will Vary 
The planting distances for all the 
fruits vary greatly, but, m general, the 
following may be used with good re 
suits: Apple—80 to 86 feet apart each 
way ; pear—24 to 80 fe e t; peaches— 
20 to -24 feet; cherries 
18 to 22 feet; 
plums 18 to 22 feet; grapes-—-8 feet 
In the row and 10 feet between the 
row s; currants and gooseberries -4 to 
6 feet in the row and 6 to 8 feet be­ 
tween 
the 
rows; 
blackberries 
and 
raspberries—4 to 0 feet in the row and 
8 feet between the rows; strawber- 
rlea—commercial plantings are usually 
made 3 feet In the row and 3 ^ to 4 
feet between the rows; for the home 
orchard, however, they may be planted 
much cloself*, from 1 Vi to 2 feet In the 
row and 2V4 to 8 feet between the 
rows

The McNary bill, a revision of the 
M cNary-Haugen 
equalization 
fee 
measure designed to gain wider sup­ 
port while retaining the fundam ental 
elements of th a t proposal, was intro­ 
duced yesterday in the Senate, 
but 
was held out of the 
House proper 
pending an agreem ent am ong 
pro­ 
ponents on a name for it and on cer­ 
tain of its provisions. 
A griculture 
com m ittees 
of 
both 
houses are expected to begin 
hear­ 
ings on the m easure next month. 
Under the Harrison bill, the capi­ 
tal stock of 
the 
12 
interm ediate 
credit banks would be increased from 
$5,000,000 to $10,000,000 each, with 
authority for each to make loans up 
to ten tim es its capital stock. 
The interest rate would be fixed at 
1 per cent and loans could be made

There can be no doubt 
th a t agriculture today is the one in­ 
d ustry that languishes.

Doheny interests while Fall was sec­ 
re ta ry of the interior, and afte r Do­ 
heny had sent him $100,000 in a lit­ 
tle black satchel. 
The verdict was returned a 
few 
m inutes a fte r Justice Moehling had 
reconvened court afte r an overnight 
recess. 
Receiving no word from the 
ju ry room up to the time he opened 
the day's session, the judge indicat­ 
ed th a t if no verdict was reached he 
would hold the jurym en over another 
night at least. 
Five 
m inutes 
later, 
however, 
a 
m essage came to the bench th at an 
agreem ent 
had been reached. 
The 
jurym en filed into the box 
and 
at 
10:07 a. m. their forem an announced 
a verdict of acquittal. 
The case had

regions—far 
west, 
middle west and south. Both Purnell 
and Fulmer 
are

House agriculture committee. 
Representative Purnell immediate­ 
ly expressed his complete approval of 
the measure, characterizing 
it

the best farm relief bill yet to 
ap­ 
pear in Congress, but until he obtain­ 
ed the views of his superior on

committee—Chairman 
Haugen—he said he did not want it 
to go in with his name. 
In similar 
terms, 
Representative 
Fulmer expressed 
the

It means being a good

means true goodness off its guard, to 
give shrewd evil a better chance. 
Good will is nothing like that. 
It 
to will the good, and there is noth- 
in~ flabby about the good.

common-sense positions of 
progress 
and justice. 
At Christmas, good will is linked 
r e with peace; ‘Peace on Earth to 
Men of Good Will’.

advanced with a committee of citi­ 
zens. 
He met the Hessians

Bordentown and Bustleton, and dis­ 
charged his impassioned address tc 
the effect that if the Hessians enter­ 
ed his city they would draw down up­ 
on it the fire of the American ships 
and thus cause much annoyance 
to 
many good friends of 
George 
III 
who live here. 
Colonel von Donop requested 
the 
mayor to kindly send a delegation to 
Commodore Thomas Seymour, com­ 
mander of the American 
boats, 
to 
find out if this could really be true. 
Then, parking his soldiers 
in 
the 
suburbs. Colonel von Donop and his 
officers w»ent to the mayor's house for 
luncheon, while a delegation of citi­ 
zens set off 
for

mour’s flagship down the river. While 
the Hessians were going to the may­ 
or’s luncheon party they were seen 
by the crew of an American gondola, 
who promptly opened fire on 
them. 
The mayor rushed to the waterfront,

Colonel von Donop 
hastened down the river to witness 
this engagement and became in turn 
the target for the gondola’s gunners. 
At length the citizens’ 
committee

would open up on the city with all his 
guns if the Hessians took quarters in 
it.

thought of two good reasons why he 
should not occupy the city. 
First, he 
had no big guns with which to an­ 
swer the American 
gunboats

second, because the Tories

kinds make use of Weather Bureau 
information to effect economies on a 


large scale. 
In the Middle West, for 
example, a number of public utility 
companies maintain a joint commit­ 
tee to work in co-operation with the 
WTeather Bureau to investigate 
the 
weather effect on the loss in weight 
of coal in shipping. 
Again, officials 
of a large railroad in Montana 
are 
asked by their headquarters in 
St. 
Paul why there has been a noticeable 
falling off in coal shipments to that 
State as compared with previous win­ 
ters. 
Weather records show 
that 
there has been a period of unusually 
mild weather, and thus answer 
the 
question. 
Along sim ilar lines is the 
request made by the 
local 
lighting 
company of a large city for a 
com­ 
parative statement from the Weath­ 
er Bureau at the close of any unusu­ 
ally cloudy, gloomy month, showing 
what constitutes an average 
month 
and why the one ju st past has been 
unusual. 
This report is sent to con­ 
sumers 
of 
electricity 
with 
their 
monthly bills as an explanation 
of 
any increase in the amount. 
Private business also uses weather 
records to keep 
watch 
over small 
economies. 
An ice cream m anufac­ 
turer supplying a number of near-by 
towns makes use of 
weather 
fore­ 
casts in summer to vary the amount 
of cream to be made and sent 
out, 
as the consumption varies from day 
to day, depending on the tem pera­ 
ture. In winter the coal dealer watch­ 
es the weather forecasts for a cold 
wave so that preparation 
may 
be 
made for handling an increased 
de­ 
mand for coal. 
If a cold wave is ex­ 
pected on Sunday the yards must be 
kept open and special forces held in 
readiness to handle the coal.

RELICS FROM ROYAL TOMB 


Chicago, D<cember 10.—A golden 
calf, ante-dating by 500 years 
the 
golden calf of Moses’ day, was 
re­ 
vealed briefly to a selected company 
last night by Prof. James H. Breast­ 
ed, Egyptologist of the University of 
Chicago. 
After being exhibited, the 
golden 
relic was returned to a secret vault 
from which it probably will not be 


taken again, at least for public exhi­ 
bition. 
The calf is part of a royal tomb 
treasure found in Palestine. The dis­ 
play included two tiny golden 
ves­ 
sels; a golden girdle, such as an an­ 
cient king might have worn; golden 
pins for a queen; and a pitcher 
of 
blue stone, adorned with bands 
of 
gold. 
From the point of view of the gold­ 
smith’s art, the most important piece 
exhibited was an open work breast 
ornament, once encrusted with semi­ 
precious stones, now 
mostly 
fallen 
out. 
The design included the Egyp­ 
tian goddess, 
Hathor, 
the 
source, 
Professor Breasted explained, of the 
Hebrew “golden calf”. 
Also, there was what remains 
of 
the golden calf itself; a statuette 15 
to 18 inches high and overlaid with 
sheet gold. 
The overlay is crushed 
and crumbled, but the four 
golden 
hoofs are perfectly preserved in the 
overlay work. 
‘‘In the records as far back as 1600 
B. C.”, Professor Breasted said, “the 
kings of Egypt give lists of the gold­ 
en treasure which they carried away 
from the palaces of the kings of Pal­ 
estine before the 
Hebrews 
settled 
there. 
The tombs of these pre-He 
brew kings have never been discov 
ered. 
Somewhere on the hilsides of 
the Holy 
Land 
these 
royal burial 
places remain to be found. From the 
first such tomb has come the royal 
treasure shown here”.

SAND AND GRAVEL SUIT 
RAISFSANEW ISSUE 


Washington, December 9.—Wheth­ 
er the power to regulate navigation 
gives the government the right to ap­ 
propriate private property within the 
banks of a stream, and remove such 
property for use in aid of navigation 
elsewhere on the stream, in spite 
of 
the fact that the removal itself did 
not 
affect 
the 
navigation of 
the 
stream to the slightest extent, will 
be determined in the United States 
Supreme Court in the case of John 
F. Jenkins, appellant, vs. the United 
States. The case was argued before 
the court on December 8, 1926. 
The facts show that the govern­ 
ment removed sand and gravel from 
the bed of the Mississippi River with­ 
out the consent or without compen­ 
sating the owner thereof. The remov­ 
al did not affect the river in its nav­ 
igable aspect in the slightest extent 
at that point. 
The sand and gravel was used 
to 
make cement blocks which were used 
to bulwark the banks of the river at 
another point. The sand and gravel, 
removed from a bar, which was be­ 
low water at certain times of 
the 
year and above at other times, 
be­ 
longed to respondent as riparian own­ 
er. 
The respondent brought an action 
in the court of claims upon an im­ 
plied contract to pay for the sand 
and gravel taken. The court of claims 
held that there was no implied con­ 
tract and that the property was tak­ 
en under the government’s power to 
improve navigation, 
and 
that 
the 
rights of a riparian owner are sub­ 
ordinate to this paramount power. 
The present appeal was 
brought 
from the decision of 
the 
court 
of 
claims. 
The appellant contends that when 
no work of navigation is undertaken 
on the land of a proprietor who has 
complete title to the land, or in his 
vicinity, the government is 
without 
power to remove his property or soil 
for use in aid of navigation at dis­ 
tant points, without making payment 
therefor; and that the right to 
aid 
navigation doe^ not include the right 
to appropriate private property with 
the object of transporting it to dis­ 
tant points and there using such pro­ 
perty in work which will have no ef­ 
fect on navigation at the place from 
which such property has been remov­ 
ed. 
Appellant further argued that the 
elements of the public servitude of 
right of navigation over submerged 
or partially submerged lands are, in 
principle, the same as those included j 
in a public right of 
way 
over dry J 
land. 
The 
government 
contended 
that ; 
there was no contract, express or im- ! 
plied, whereby 
the 
United 
States 
agreed to pay for the sand and gravel i 
taken by it, and consequently 
th e: 
court of claims had no jurisdiction of 
the appellant’s claim. The govern­ 
ment claimed that the United States 
was entitled under its dominant right 
to improve navigation to take 
the 
sand and gravel from the appellant’s 
bar 
without 
paying 
compensation 
therefor, and that the right is not re­ 
stricted to taking submerged land for 
the improvement at the point where 
the land is taken, but permits 
the 
United States to take such land for 
the improvement of navigation any­ 
where on the waterway.

"A survey shows that old horses 
and mules have decreased 16.3 per 
cent in the last live years and young 
anim als have decreased 52,8 per cent,” 
says Louis W. Anderson in an address 
before the North Carolina F arm ers’ 
S tate 
convention. 
“At the 
present 
rate of production it would require 66 
years to replace the horses on the 
farm at the present time. 
It would 
require 182 years to replace the mules. 
We are practicing false economy in 
depending on someone else to supply 
our work stock. 
P retty soon, we shall 
pay dearly for our neglect.” 
Mr. Anderson Is county agent In 
Perquim as 
county, 
North 
Carolina, 
and knows of actual conditions on 
the farms. 
He believes that many 
m ares could be used in raising colts 
w ithout Interfering with the regular 
work. 
W ork stock should be regarded 
as a farm product, he states, and be 
produced at home. 
B etter utilization of work stock is 
also necessary, be states. 
The stock 
should be kept busy, but not too busy. 
As u general rule, when the stock is 
not Idle, It Is w orked too hard and a 
plan of crop rotation can be devised 
w here the work can be better bal­ 
anced throughout the year. 
An idle 
team is expensive but an overworked 
team will not long rem ain an asset on 
any farm. 
“A lot of our team s get too much 
whip and not enough feed and curry­ 
comb,” says Mr. Anderson. 
“H orses 
should have two ounces of salt daily 
but many are lucky to get two ounces 
per month. 
Many stables are cleaned 
only once or twice pet year and the 
ow ner wonders why his mules have 
sore feet. 
Many anim als suffer, too, 
from lack of clean, fresh w ater. T here 
are many other details neglected in 
the care of our work stock which are 
essential to their efficiency.” 


Soy Beans as a Protein 
for Fattening Steers 
Soy beans proved their value as a 
protein supplem ent for fattening steers 
at th e Indiana experim ent station. 
It 
was found th at whole soy beans may 
be used to take the place of cotton­ 
seed meal In a ration of shelled corn, 
silage and clover hay. 
Soy bean hay 
also made a satisfactory substitute 
for both cottonseed meal and clover 
hay when used w ith silage and shelled 
corn. 
T he results w ere obtained on 50 
head 
of 
two-year-old 
steers 
that 
weighed from 846 to 854 pounds. The 
daily feed of the lot th a t made the 
best gains w as 12.60 pounds of shelled 
corn, 2.37 pounds of whole soy beans, 
20.85 pounds of silage and 4.33 pounds 
of clover hay. The average daily gain 
was 2.62 pounds which cost $10.40 per 
hundred pounds. 
The selling price 
was $8.30, m aking a profit of $4.25 per 
steer not including pork and $9.93 
when hog gains w ere considered. 


Greased Pigs Are Safe 
From Mange and Scurvy 
Hog lice and mange m ites reduce 
the ruggedness and feeding qualities 
of their hosts. 
D iscarded crank case 
oil from the auto or traetor makes an 
excellent hog oil after a small am ount 
of creosote dip Is added. 
This liquid 
will dispose of the lice. 
Crude petro­ 
leum thinned with a little kerosene is 
very effective in ,-Iddlng hogs of mange 
or scurvy. 
E ither of these oils may be 
used on the surt ice oi the w ater in a 
dipping vat, in a barrel for small pigs, 
or may be sprinkled or sprayed over 
hogs crowded Into a small pen. 
Hog 
oilers are very good but oftentim es 
fail to reach all p arts of a hog’s body. 
Clean, dry well-bedded sheds will aid 
m aterially in preventing skin p ara­ 
sites.

A chapter in

of Alfred ‘ 
Haynes, shot and killed by an officer j 
:n Blytheville, Ark., Sunday, that will • 
•e of interest to Sikeston people was j 
evealed by Ins diary. 
Haynes, 10 years of age, from Rip- 
( y, Tenn,, was shot and 
killed 
at 
t:30 Sunday afternoon 
by 
Deputy 
Sheriff Buck Tomlinson. 
Three shots 
vore fired by the officer, only one of 
which took effect, that in the right 
breast, death being instantaneous. 
The story as related by Tomlinson 
tnd Deputy Sheriff l’ink Luteral, who 
iccompanied him, follows: 
“We wore driving 
by 
the

on the 
Blytheville-I^'nchville 
•oncrete read. 
As 
we 
passed 
the 
mrk we noticed the 
man

ibout in the edge of the park, just

Vs we neared Haynes he kept mov­ 
ing from us. 
Finally we told 
him 
to stop, that we desired to talk with 
him. 
He replied that, he would 
not

I (Tomlinson)

lear enough to take hold of Haynes* j 
(.at tail. 
At 
this Haynes grabbed 
for his .45 revolver, which became en- 
angled in his coat. 
We wrestled for 
ome time, Haynes endeavoring to re­ 
lease his weapon, when I fired” . 
An ambulance was called and the 
body taken 
into Blytheville, where 
Haynes had several relatives. He had 
for several years been adjudged in­ 
sane, but was considered harmless by 
all who knew him. 
He had enjoyed 
•onsiderable r» putation as a musician 
in West Tennessee, he and his broth- 
*r being members of Haynes’ Orches­ 
tra there years ago. 
In Haynes’ |K*rsonaI 
effects 
was 
found a diary in which he had jotted 
down a daily record of his w ander­ 
ings and the experiences which 
had 
befallen him. 
One notation referred 
to a stay in Sikeston and told of his 
having camped out 
in a 
fa rm e r’s 
barn for several days. The record 
related how he built his fire in the 
center of the barn floor and 
made 
himself at home 
until 
the 
farm er 
discovered him and called an officer. 
The officer came out and started to 
arrest him. 
Haynes attem pted to es­ 
cape, but 
the 
officer 
managed to 
catch hold of his coat tail. Ju st then, 
a cow, aroused from her sleep by the 
disturbance rushed for the barn door 
and in her rush came 
between 
the 
tw'o struggling men, carrying them 
out the door with her and breaking 
the officer’s hold upon Haynes’ coat 
tail so that he managed to escape de­ 
spite several shots that were

The officers at Blytheville phoned 
to the police here to find if this had 
actually happened here.

officer 
Sexton had reported such an occur­ 
rence several weeks back, they were 
answered in the affirmative. 


Always Pays to Try 
Phosphate on Com 


Results Secured From Tests 
Made in Minnesota. 


Dr. F. J. A!way, chief of the eolla 
division, university of Minnesota, re­ 
cently reported the results from a se­ 
ries of trials of phosphate ou corn on 
50 farms in Jackson county. 
As the 
corn was husked and weighed up In 
September, It was found, he says, th a t 
on about ^one-third of the fields there 
was no 'distinct effect. 
On another 
third there was an Increase of 0 to 10 
per cent, and on the remaining third 
uti increase of 10 to 20 per cent. When 
the corn had been thoroughly dried 
there was far more shrinkage with the 
unfertilized than with the fertilized 
corn iu nearly all cases, due to the 
fact that the fertilized corn was more 
mature. 
About one-third of the fields gave 
no appreciable 
gain 
of 
dry-shelled 
corn; another third showed an In­ 
crease of 10 to 23 per cent, and the 
remaining third of 25 to (10 per cent. 
Doctor 
Alway concludes 
that 
in 
Jackson county, with such a season 
as the one In 1H25, there is chance of 
a profitable use of phosphate on corn 
iand, and he 
w o u l d encourage fa rm ­ 
ers in all southwestern counties of 
Minnesota to try phosphate on a small 
scale on their corn. 
Applications may 
well consist, lie says, of 50 pounds per 
acre of treble superphosphate, about 
H»0 pounds of 20 per eeut acid phos­ 
phate, or 125 pounds of 10 per cent 
acid phosphate.

Proper Storage of Ice 
for Summer Very Simple 
It isn’t so much what kind of build­ 
ing the farmer stores his Ice in, as 
how he packs It. 
Storage of Ice fur summer use Is 
simpler than generally believed. 
A 
properly constructed Ice house Is d e­ 
sirable, hut any building affording pro­ 
tection from wind and rain may be 
used. 
Proper packing is more Im portant 
than the design of the house. 
The 
two important factors are the pack­ 
ing material and the ice block. 
“Sawdust is a satisfactory packing 
material. 
It 
is 
easily 
obtainable 
everywhere. 
Frame walls of single 
thickness require IS inches of saw ­ 
dust around the sides, top, and bottom 
of the ice block. Twelve to 14 inches 
of sawdust wi 11 do for houses having 
double walls with a dead air space. 
Proj>er drainage must be provided 
beneath the ice bl<*<•k.” 
Keep the Ice cakes close together 
on edge. If you want the ice to keep 
weii.

d iu oo o die surface of each tier o i 
cakes with adz or ax. 
Force the Ice 
chips between any cracks that may 
remain. 
Place the next tier of cakes 
directly ou the first, and so ou until 
the house has been filled. 
The entire 
ice block will tend to freeze together 
as one huge cake. 


Some Fertilizers Mixed 
Without Curing at Home 
The statement often heard. “T h at 
fertilizer must be cured” is only a part 
truth and likely to be misleading, says 
A. \V. Blair, professor of soil chemis­ 
try at the New Jersey experiment s ta ­ 
tion. 
When rock phosphate or a m ixture 
of rock phosp hate and low-grade o r­ 
ganic material is treated with sulphuric 
acid in the manufacture of acid phos­ 
phate, it is necessary for the resulting 
material to go through a process of 
curing. 
In this curing^ time must be 
allowed for completing the chemical 
reaction, both for the escape of nox­ 
ious gases and for the mass to dry so 
that It may be properly pulverized. 
Put once the acid phosphate is prop 
erly prepared it becomes a commer­ 
cial product which is easily bundled 
and may be mixed with other fertili­ 
zer materials in the making of com ­ 
plete 
fertilizers. 
These 
mixed 
fer­ 
tilizers may be used Immediately w ith­ 
out any further curing or processing. 
For example: 
A mixture may be 
made up of acid phosphate, nitrate of 
soda, sulphate of ammonia, tankage 
and muriate of potash, and used the 
day it Is mixed and give Just as good 
results as it would if allowed to stand 
two mouths.

The data secured in 
1919 showed little difference In the 
crop secured from the light und me­ 
dium pruning, but a m arked reduction 
In the crop resulted from cutting back 
the canes severely. 
In 1920 the plant* recelvlug medium 
heading In 
outytelded 
those 
which 
w ere given ouly a light pruning. The 
differences In acme cases w ere quite 
m arked. As In 1919, the severe head- 
lng-ln m aterially reduced 
the 
crop. 
L ater experim ents have not changed 
these results to any great extent. 
E ither of two methods Is used In 
headlng-ln the black 
raspberry. 
It 
may be pruned In the sume way as 
the 
red. 
the 
heading lr, 
however, 
usually being m ore severe. 
As this 
method requires less attention It Is 
the one usually followed ,u the home 
plantation. 
The yields received are 
ordinarily som ewhat less than w here 
the system of "sum m er pinching” la 
practiced. 
The second m ethod 
Is 
commonly 
designated as “sum m er pruning” or 
sum m er pinching.” When this m eth­ 
od Is employed the tips of the new 
•hoots are ptncbed out when they Hre 
18 to 24 Inches high. To carry out this 
m ethod properly It la necessary to 
go over the plantation two or three 
tim es during the first half of the grow­ 
ing season, as all the shoot* will not 
reach the desired size at the same 
time. 
This "pinching back” 
will 
cause 
side brsnches to develop on which the 
fruiting wood of the following season 
will appear. These side branches are 
cut back In the spring, leaving them 
from 8 to Ifi Inches long. It nmy be 
advisable, also, when the num ber of 
new' shoots Is large to remove some 
of the w eaker ones during the grow­ 
ing season. 


Locate Orchard aa Near 
Farm Home us Possible 
Tlie home orchard should I»«* locat- 
ed near the home If possible. 
This Is 
Im portant because the producer will 
usually gel more satisfaction and value 
out of the home orchard If t h e fruits 
«•an ho procured easily and prom ptly 
when desired. 
It Is possible, however, 
that In order to locate the fruits dose 
to the house. It ma> he necessary that 
they he grown upon soil less adapted 
to fruit culture. 
Since one can usually 
m ake by extra car** and attention the 
plot for the home orchard more desir­ 
able. this m atter should not prevent 
the planting of a home orchard. 
The 
Mg factor to keep In mind Is to locate 
the orchard as near the home as pos­ 
sible and 111 hii accessible place. 
Un­ 
der proper care and attention the soil 
will generally respond favorably. 


Planting Distances for 
Fruit Trees Will Vary 
The planting distances for all the 
fruits vary greatly, hut, tn general, the 
following may he used with good re-

Pease 
started anew.

W ashington, December 9.—W heth­ 
er the power to regulate navigation 
gives the governm ent the right to ap­ 
propriate private property within the 
banks of a stream , and remove such 
property for use in aid of navigation 
elsewhere on the stream , in spite

the fact that the removal itself did 
not 
affect 
the 
navigation of 
the 
stream to the slightest extent, will 
be determ ined in the United S tates, 
Suprem e Court in the ease of Jo h n ' 
F. Jenkins, appellant, vs. the United 
States. 
The case was argued before 
♦ he court on December 8, 1926. 
The facts show th at the govern­ 
m ent removed sand and gravel from 
the bed of the Mississippi River w ith­ 
out the consent or without compen­ 
sating the owner thereof. The rem ov­ 
al did not affect the river in its nav­ 
igable aspect in the slightest extent 
at th a t point. 
The sand and gravel was used 
to 
make cement blocks which w'ere used 
to bulwark the banks of the river at 
another point. The sand and gravel, 
removed from a bar, which was be­ 
low w ater at certain tim es of 
the 
year and above at other tim es, 
be­ 
longed to respondent as riparian own­ 
er. 
The respondent brought an action ; 
in the court of claims upon an im -! 
plied contract to pay for the sand 
and gravel taken. The court of claims 
held th a t there was no implied con­ 
tract and that the property was ta k ­ 
en under the governm ent’s power to 
improve navigation, 
and 
that 
the 
rights of a riparian owner arc sub­ 
ordinate to this param ount power. 
The present appeal was 
brought 
from the decision of 
the 
court 
of 
claims. 
The appellant conterxls th at when 
no work of navigation is undertaken 
on the land of a proprietor who 
has 
complete title to the land, or in his 
vicinity, the governm ent is 
without 
power to remove his property or soil 
for use in aid of navigation at dis­ 
tant points, without m aking paym ent 
therefor; and that the right to 
aid 
navigation does not include the right 
to appropriate private property with 
the object of transporting it to dis­ 
tant points and there using such pro­ 
perty in work which will have no ef­ 
fect on navigation at the place from 
which such property has been rem ov­ 
ed. 
Appellant fu rth er argued that the 
elem ents of the public servitude of

HE Armenian earthquake has 
laid waste the most novel city 
In the world. 
Cable dispatches 
to the Near East Belief indicate that 
its orphanage centers of the organiza­ 
tion In Lenlnakan, formerly Alexan- 
dropol. have been seriously damaged 
by 
the disastrous earthquake 
that 
cost 500 lives and made 80,000 home­ 
less In the mountain country. 
The orphan city was established by 
the Near East Relief shortly after 
the armistice, being housed in bar­ 
racks that once belonged to the Im 
perial Army of the Russian Czars. At 
one time 35,000 children were cared 
for here, though rehabilitation efforts 
had been so successful up to the time 
of the earthquake that the number 


had been reduced to nine thousand 
The disaster, however, now threaten!

hands of the organization. 
Relief officials on the field have es 
tlmated that a million dollars will be 
required to provide adequate rellel 
in the earthquake sons and to furnish 
sufficient funds to repair the orphar 
city and maintain it until June.

“A survey shows that old horses 
and mules have decreased 16.8 per 
cent in the last five years and young 
animals have decreased 52.8 per ceut,” 
says Louis W. Anderson In an address 
before the North Carolina Farmers' 
State convention. 
‘‘At the present 
rate of production It would require 66 
years to replace the horses on the 
farm at the present time. 
It would 
require 182 years to replitce the mules. 
We are practicing false economy in 
depending on someone else to supply 
our work stock. 
Pretty soon, we shuil 
pay dearly for our neglect.” 
Mr. Anderson Is couuty agent in 
Perquimas couuty, 
North 
Carolina, 
and knows of actual conditions on 
the farms. 
He believes that many 
mares could be used in raising colts 
without Interfering with the regular , 
work. Work stock should be regarded 
as a farm product, lie states, and be 
produced at home. 
Better utilization of work stock is 
also necessary, he states. 
The stock 
should be kept busy, but not too busy. 
As a general rule, when the stock is 
not idle, It Is worked too hard and a 
plan of crop rotation can be devised 
where the work can be better bal­ 
anced throughout the year. 
An idle 
team is expensive but an overworked 
team will not long remain an asset on 
any farm. 
“A lot of our teams get too much 
whip and not enough feed and curry­ 
comb,” says Mr. Anderson. 
“Horses 
should have two ounces of salt daily 
but many are lucky to get two ounces 
per month. 
Many stables are cleaned 
only once or twice per year and the 
owner wonders why his mules have 
sore feet. 
Many animals suffer, too, 
from lack of clean, fresh water. There 
are muny other details neglected in 
the care of our work stock which are 
essential to their efficiency.”

Soy bean* proved their value as a 
protein supplement for futtening steers 
at the Indiana experiment station. 
It 
was found that whole soy beaus may 
be used to take the place of cotton­ 
seed meal in a ration of shelled corn, 
silage and clover hay. 
Soy bean hay 
also made a satisfactory substitute 
for both cottonseed meal and clover 
hay when used with si luge and shelled 
corn.

weighed from 846 to 854 pounds. The 
dally feed of the lot that made the 
best gains was 12.66 pounds of shelled 
corn, 2.37 pounds of whole soy beans, 
20.85 pounds of silage and 4.33 pounds 
of clover hay.
